The Great Freshet on the Hudson. 
FURTHER PARTICULARS—IMMENSE DESTRUCTION 
; OF PROPERTY. 

Our account of the freshet on the Hudson River 
was but an imperfect one, though the damage then 
reported amounted to the enormous sum of $200,000, 
There is no doubt mow that our reporter has had 
time to collect more particulars) that the loas, alto- 
gether, will exceed $1,000,000. 

THE FRESHET IN GREENE COUNTY. 

The storm caused great destruction at Catskilland 
vicinity. At Leeds, @ miles above Catskill.) Haz- 
gis" woolen factory, employing between 130 and 150 
hands, with the machinery, has been carried away; 
the stone grain mill is destroyed, and Dineun’s 
paper mills are nearly demolished. The loss at 
Leeds alone is said to be all of $100,600, 

At Catskill, E. Grismer’s grocery store, with 
the goods, was swept clean from its foundations, 
and went bodily down the stream. Ruvsz's Tan- 
nery, opposite Gruuzer’s, is demolished, The lum- 
ber in Gr.pzer’s yard was also swept away with the 
store. Van Srzensure’s ice house is torn down, 
and the three large ones just below are partially 
destroyed. The row of large ice houses on the dook 

‘at the point, owned by a Philadelphia Company, 
have sustained considerable damage, the west 
gable ends being burst out by the pressure of the 
melting ice. Considerable other property has been 
destroyed all along the line of the creek, and im- 
mense damage done to the Corn and Potato crops 
by the flood. 
THE FRESHET IN ULSTER COUNTY. 

The Esopus Creek at Kingston overflowed all the 
low lands, The corn and other crops afield there 
will be badly damaged. The water rose above the 
floor of the bridge, and the lower stories of the 
houses in Lower Higginsville were flooded. In Ron- 
dout several streets are badly cut up and many cel- 
lars filled with water. 

At‘ Wilbur, the Twaafikill Creek was very high, 
and the flood carried away the dam of the grist-mill 
and made its way through the building. The dam 
of the cement. mill of: Briees.and Srmars stood the 
pressure, but the body of the water from the pond 
released above flooded the mill, destroying some 200 
barrels of lime, completely wrecking the mill, and 
in ita way thither ripping up and washing the plank 
road entirely away. A bridge was also carried away 
below the mill. 

The Delaware and Ulster plank road has suffered 
greatly. Most of the bridges have gone aud the
